Colour brown ; legs and antennae stramineous. Head, pronotum and basal half of scutellum 
chestnut brown ; apex of head yellowish brown. Apical half of scutellum, hemielytra uniformly 
dull ochraceous; base of corium and embolium paler, cuneal fracture whitish; membrane dark 
greyish brown, not maculate. 

Body elongate, parallel sided ; covered with pale brown hairs. 

Head (without neck) shorter than broad across eyes, 8 : 9.4 ; anteocular portion a little 
longer than an eye, 4.4 : 3.6 ; and broader than length of an eye, 4.6 : 3.6 ; eyes relatively 
small, one third as wide as interocular space ; disk smooth, shining, faintly rugose between 
ocelli and with a posteriorly arched impression between eyes. First segment of antennae just 
reaching to apex of head, second segment scarcely shorter than width of head including both 
eyes, 8:9; proportion of segments one to four as 4 : 8 : 8 : 8. Rostrum long, slightly surpassing 
to level of front margins of middle coxae ; proportions of segments two to four as 3 : 13 : 8. 

Pronotum horizontal; on median line, a little over twice as broad as long, 9 : 19.5 ; longer 
than wide at anterior margin, 9:8; marginal area with half-standing, backwardly directed 
long hairs. Lateral margins straight posteriorly, broadly and strongly rounded only at anterior 
angles; apical annulus narrow and obsolete, posterior margin widely and shallowly concave ; 
callus weakly swollen, smooth and polished, with faint submarginal wrinkles anteriorly, centrally 
with a faint longitudinal impression; posterior disk short, flattened, transversely wrinkled. 
Scutellum with almost basal one-half smooth and shining, remainder dull; dull area and 
posterior half of polished area clothed with comparatively short, subappressed, backwardly 
directed hairs.

Hemielytra slightly exceeding tip of abdomen, but in female specimens abdomen sometimes 
strongly exceeding tip of membrane. Clavus, corium, embolium and cuneus impunctate, 
uniformly clothed with moderately long, subappressed, backwardly directed haris. Embolium 
near cuneal fracture narrower than corium at the same level. 

Scent-gland canal short, arched anteriorly, not reaching the lateral margin of pleuron. 
Legs stout, front and hind femora incrassate. Male genital paramere, as seen from above, 
blade-shaped with narrower haft, parallel sided, with a distinct linear apical lobe. 

Length : 2.3 mm. ; width : 0.8 mm.

This new species differs from L. marianensis UsiNGER (Guam), L. swezeyi UsiNGER 
(Guam) and L. denigratus B. WHITE (Hawaii) in the distinct and straight apical lobe of 
the male paramere. Lives under the bark of dead trees, e. g. Fagus crenata ?, Quercus mon- 
golica var. grosseserrata , Castanopsis cuspidata ? Machilus thunbergii , Cercidiphyllum 
japonicum ?, Abies firma ? and Pinus densiflora, and rarely flies to lamp. 
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
